Judge Abie! Leonard 
of Fayette, 


Howard County, is believed to be the 
only lawyer in Missouri for whom’ the 


-late legislature passed a special act 


to remove a disability, caused by the 
lawyer engaging in a duel.

Leonard heme, “Oakwood”, remains 
today one of the landmarks in How­ 
ard 
County, 
N. W. 
Leonard, 
his 
youngest son, now lives there, accord­ 
ing to Perry Spencer of the state tax 
commission, Fayette. 
Judge 
1 eonard, born 
in Vermont 
shortly after the Revolutionary War, 
fettled in Howard County in 1819— 
at Franklin. 
When Franklin 
was 
washed away by the Missouri River 
ho moved with 
the 
county seat to 
Fayette. 
The home 
was 
built 
in 
1834 from brick burned on the place, 
and the walnut 
and 
oak finishing 
«lumber hewn from the original for­ 
est tres. 
In an argument, in 
1826, 
Judge 
Leonard was struck by a whip in the 
hands of Taylor Berry, so the story 
goes. 
Berry, a large, athletic man, 
was challenged to a duel. 
Berry ac- 
eevted . That was in 
June. 
Judge 
Leonard immediately was placed un­ 
der a $5000 peace «bond. 
"Name the amount of bond” said 
Judge Leonard, “for I am determined 
to keep my appointment With Major 
Berry. 
In the latter part of August, Leon­ 
ard and Berry, 
with 
their 
seconds 
and their doctors, went to St. Louis 
to proceed down -the Mississippi Riv­ 
er. 
Through their seconds they had 
agreed on a place near New Madrid, 
Mo., near the converging point 
of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas. 
T. J. Boggs was 
Leonard’s 
second 
and A. L. Langham second for Berry. 
At St. Louis the police 
attempted 
to arrest Judge Leonard at his hotel, 
but he escaped 
when Boggs repre­ 
sented 1h was Leonard. 
Boggs later 
was released and proceeded to New 
New Madrid. 
Judge Leonard 
and 
Major Berry met on an island in the 
Mississippi River, near New Madrid. 
At the first shot, Major Berry 
fell, 
mortally wounded, and died soon af­ 
ter. 
Judge Leonard, who was near­ 
sighted, had trained for the duel. He 
practiced 
at 
night shooting at 
a 
candle. 
In later years Judge Leonard nev­ 
er mentioned the duel in the presence 
of bJ.s children, 
and 
only 
once or 
twice to his wife then merely to say 
he never regretted his act. 
Missouri had a law disbarring law­ 
yers who engaged in «a duel. 
Subse­ 
quently, the legislature passed 
the 
special uet removing the disqualifica­ 
tion from Judge Leonard. 
Judge Leonard was elected a mem­ 
ber 
of the supreme court in 
1855, 
and died in 1863.— Kansas City Star.

The 
success of th e sm aller undertakings

R iver p ro ject W'as put through, dry 
ng up m ore th a n a million acres 
of 
lowland th ro u g h the central portion 
f th e D ilta A ctio n . 
The w ate r tvas 
carried southw ard into lakes in Ar 
kansa.-, and to a final uutlet into the 
M ississippi R .ver 
below’ 
M em phis 
Tennessee. 
In goriig over S o u th east M issouri 
you w'ill cross one of these d rainage 
canals about every m ile—a canal big 
enough to carry a good sized gasoiln 
launch.

F'ortunately, n atu re ha? 
provided a fall 
in

Root 
Knot 


From the standpoint of money loss 
to the cotton crop, the disease 
next 
in importance to wilt is root knot. It 
is more widespread in its occurrence 
than wilt and attacks, not only cot­ 
ton, hut other plants such as 
cow- 
pea*. soybeans, some vegetables and 
weeds. 
However, there are resistant 
’ieties of cowpeas 
and 
soybeans 
that may be used safely in a rota­ 
tion on an infected field. 
Root Knot is found like Wilt, on a 
sandy soil and is not common on the 
heavier types of soil although it is 
found on d a y s occassionally. 
It is 
much easier to distinguish this dis­ 
ease than wilt. 
When plants 
are 
severely attacked, they are stunted, 
hut not noticeably deformed 
above 
ground as 
i> 
quite 
often the case 
with plants having wilt. 
When the 
o'tack is mild the dwarfing may not 
be noted. 
The leaves and stems ma> 
have a pale yellowish green color 
though this is not alway- very mark- 
* i since all the plants are usually af­ 
fected alike, no healthy plants 
are 
present for comparison. 
When the 
weather is hot and dry, the diseased 
plants may wilt in hte middle of the 
day. 
However, conclusive proof that 
root knot is present can be had by 
* xaming the roots of the plants. 
If 
thest 
roots are covered with 
galls 
fr.«m the siie of a pin head to half 


a n inch in diameter, then one may be 
certain that the trouble is root knot. 
These galls may occur upon the fine 
feeding roots as well as upon 
the 
top root and may be very thick or 
¡ather scattered, depending upon the 
♦ verity of the disease. 
The young 
gaits are almost white, but 
wht: 
old, they turn brown and decay; and 
are irregular in shape being enlarge­ 
ment of the roots themselves. 
The disease is caused direct! 
by 
■ ny eelworms, which bore into the 
rot t®, from the soil, and the irrita­ 
tion causes the roots to enlarge form­ 
ing galls. 
Were one of these galls 
broken open, several 
pearly 
white 
rounded bodies aliout the si/,e of 
a 
small pin head would be seen. 
These 
are the female eelworm full of eggs 
the males are too small to be seen 
with the naked eye. 
The continued 
irritation caused the 
roots 
by the 
presence of these 
eelworms, results 
in the enlargement of the galls until 
they \»ecome so large as to cut off 
the food and water supply of 
the 
plan* and are the direct cause of the 
stunting, while the death of parts of 
the roots give entrance t>< 
other en­ 
emies which cause further damage 
For this reason, great care must be 
exercised in planning a rotation for 
ground 
which 
root 
knot has been 
found. 
The disease can be controlled 
by 
using crop rotations in which 
root 
knot immune crops are planted 
on 
diseased fields and susceptible crops 
are avided. 
Where the field is badly 
diseased, a rotation of two or thret 
years is advised, and even then, not 
more than one susceptible crop should 
1m- grown before planting again with 
resistant crops. 
Where the field is 
hut mildly diseased, a one-year ro 
tat ion, including a root knot resist­ 
ant summer legume and two 
crop* 
winter grain may be sufficient, Th< 
farm er must plan his own rotation 
and to d*> this intelligently he nius; 
know the plants immune and those 
susceptible to the disease. 
O o p s largely or entirely immune 
are: barley, Iaredo soybeans, velvet 
lean, corn, iron, monetta victor and 
bradahm 
cowpeas, 
Bermuda grass, 
chufas, crab grass, practically 
a ’! 
grasses, kaffir, millet*, milo, winter 


oats, 
peanuts, 
rye, 
sorghum and 
wheat. 
Crops not very severely 
attacked 
are 
Alfalfa, 
asparagus 
cabbage, 
snap bean., sugar cane, sweet clover, 
colard, cotton, garden pea, sweet po­ 


ta to , radish, spinach, strawberry and 
common vetch. 
Crops most severely 
attacked are: 
Lima bean, soyberis, 
except laredo, beets, cantalope, 
car­ 
rot. celery, bur clover, cowpeas, ex­ 
cept those named above, 
cucumber, 
eggplant, tig, lettuce, 
okra, 
peach, 
potato, salsify, squash, tobacco, to­ 
mato and watermelon. 
Although cotton is not severely a t­ 
tacked by root-knot when alone, yet 
the fact that 
it kills 
part 
of the 
roots makes even mild attacks very 
damaging since it exposes these in- 
jured roots to attacks from other dis- 
,ases and enemies. 
When root-knot 
and wilt are both found on the same 
iieid the 
damage 
is usuafHy quite 
severe and wilt 
will soon 
appear 
where root-knot is found less control 
measures are quickly adopted. 
When 
the disease is found .in a field, the 
farmer should lose no time in plan­ 
ning a rotation which contains im­ 
mune crops for unless the disease is 
stamped out, a serious loss is like- 
ls’ to result.

A Dueling Judge 


Judge Abiel Leonard 
of F ayette, 


H ow ard County, is believed to Ik* the 


only law yer in Missouri for whom* the 


¡•tat© legislature passed a special act 


to remove a disability, caused by the 


lawyer engaging in a duel. 
The old 
Leonard heme, “Oakwood”, remains 
today one of the landm arks in How 
ard 
County, 
N. W. 
Leonard, 
his 
youngest son, now lives there, accord­ 
ing to Perry Spencer of the state tax 
commission, Fayette. 
Ju d g e 
leonard, born 
in Vermont 
shortly after the Revolutionary War, 
. t itled in Howard County in 1SPJ 
a t Franklin. 
W hen 
F ranklin 
was 
washed away by the Missouri River 
ho moved with 
th e 
county seat to 
Fayette. 
The home 
was 
built 
in 
1834 from brick burned on the place, 
and the w alnut 
and 
oak finishing 
•lumber hewn from the original for 
est tres. 
In an argum ent, in 
1826, 
Judge 
Leonard was struck by a whip in the 
hands of Taylor Berry, so the story 
goes. 
Berry, a large, athletic man, 
was cl>allt nged to a duel. 
B erry ac 
eevted . That w as in 
June. 
Judge 
Ieo n a rd imm ediately was placed un 
tier a $.r><)()() peace «bond. 
"Name the am ount of bond” said 
Judge Leonard, “ for I am determ ined 
to keep my appointm ent With Major 
Berry. 
In the latter p a rt of A ugust, Leon­ 
ard and Berry, 
with 
their 
seconds 
and their doctors, went to St. Louis 
to proceed down the Mississippi Riv­ 
er. 
Through th e ir seconds they had 
agreed on a place near New Madrid, 
Mo., m a r the converging point 
of 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Arkansas. 
T. J. Boggs was 
Leonard’s 
second 
and A. L. Langham second for Berry. 
At St. L>uis th e police 
attem pted 
to arrest Judge Leonard at his hotel, 
»but he escaped 
when Boggs rep re­ 
sented he was Leonard. 
Boggs later 
was released and proceeded to New 
New Madrid. 
J u d g e Leonard 
and 
M ajor Berry m et on an island in the 
Mississippi River, near New Madrid. 
At tht first shot, M ajor Berry 
fell, 
m ortally wounded, and died soon a f ­ 
ter. 
Judge Leonard, who was n ear­ 
sighted, had trained for the duel. He 
practiced 
at 
nighft shooting at 
a 
candle. 
In later years Judge Iieonard nev 
er mentioned th e duel in the presence 
of h.s children, 
ami 
only 
once or 
twice to his wife then merely to say 
he never regretted his act. 
Missouri had a law disbarring law ­ 
yers who engaged in •» duel. 
Subse­ 
quently, the legislature passed 
the 
special act removing th e disqualifica­ 
tion from Judge Leonard. 
Judge L o iia rd was elected a mem- 
her 
of the suprem e court in 
1855, 
and died in 1863.— K ansas City Star.

From the standjxiint of money lows 
to the cotton crop, the disease 
next 
in importance to wdt is root knot. It 
is more widespread in its occurrence 
than wilt and attacks, not only cot­ 
ton, hut other plants such as 
cow- 
j>ea% soybeans, some vegetables and 
weeds. 
However, there arc resistant 
* neties of cow peas 
and 
soybeans 
that may la1 used safely in a rota­ 
tion on an infected field. 
Root Knot is found like Wilt, on a 
sandy soil ami is not common on the 
heaxier types of soil although it is 
found on d a y s occassionally. 
It is 
much easier to distinguish this dis­ 
ease than wilt. 
When plants 
are 
severely attacked, they are stunted, 
hut not noticeably deformed 
abovt 
ground as 
is 
quite 
often the cas< 
with plants having wilt. 
When tht 
attack is mild the dwarfing may not 
U* noted. 
The leaves and stems may 
have a pale yellowish green color 
though this is not always very m ark­ 
'd since all the plants are usually a f­ 
fected alike, no healthy plants 
are 
present for comparison. 
When the 
weather is hot and dry, the diseased 
plant" may wilt in hte middle of the 
day. 
However, conclusive proof that 
root knot is present can be had by 
cxaming the roots of the plants. 
If 
the*e roots are covered with 
galls 
fr..m the size of a pin head to half 
an inch in diameter, then one may be 
certain that the trouble is root knot. 
These galls may occur upon the fine 
feeding roots as well as upon 
the 
top root and may be very thick or 
rather scattered, depending upon th< 
everity of the disease. 
The young 
gadls are almost white, but 
wht: 
old. they turn brown and decay; and 
are irregular in shape Wing enlarge­ 
ment of the roots themselves. 
The disease is caused directl- 
by 
tiny eelworms. which bore into tht 
root», from the soil, and the irrita­ 
tion causes the roots to enlarge form 
ing galls. 
Were one of these galls 
broken open, several 
pearly 
white 
rounded bodies alxiut the size of 
a 
small pin head would l>e seen. 
These 
are the female eelworm full of eggs 
the males are too small to he seen 
with the naked eye. 
The continued 
irritation caused the 
roots 
by the 
presence of these 
eelworms, results 
in the enlargement of the galls until 
they Iwcome so large as to cut off 
the food and water supply of 
the 
plans and are the direct cause of tht 
stunting, while the death of parts of 
the roots give entrance to 
other en­ 
emies which cause further damage. 
For this reason, great care must be 
exercised in planning a rotation for 
ground 
which 
root 
knot has been 
found. 
The disease can In* controlled 
by 
using crop rotations in which 
root 
knot immune crops are planted 
on 
• diseased fields and susceptible crops 
are avidcd. 
Where the field is badly 
diseased, a rotation of two or thret 
years is advised, and even then, not 
more than one susceptible crop should 
i»e grown before planting again with 
resistant crops. 
Where the field is 
hut mildly diseased, a one-year ro 
tation, including a root knot resist­ 
ant summer legume and two 
crops 
« 
winter grain may be sufficient. Tht 
farmer must plan his own rotation 
and to do this intelligently he must 
know the plants immune and those 
susceptible to the disease. 
Crops largely or entirely immuni 
are: barley, laredo soybeans, velvet 
liean, corn, iron, monetta victor and 
bradahm 
cowpeas, 
Bermuda grass, 
chufas, crab grass, practically 
a ’l 
grasses, kaffir, millets, milo, winter 


oats, 
peanuts, 
rye, 
sorghum and 
wheat. 
(’rojis not very severely 
attacked 
are 
Alfalfa, 
asparagus

When root-knot 
and wilt are both found on the same 
lielel the 
elamage 
is 
usually quite 
severe and wilt 
will 
soon 
appear 
where root-knot is found less control 
measures are quickly adopted. 
When 
the disease is found .in a field, the 
farmer should lose no time in plan­ 
ning a rotation which contains im­ 
mune crops for unit's* the disease is 
stamped out, a serious loss is like­ 
s' to result.
